never ccase to merit the just and eloquent 
praises bestowed on them by him, the en- 
lightened founder of the present Govern- 
ment, the EArr oF Minto, of whom he 
"was satisfied that everp one present parti- 
cipated with him in sentiment, im looking 
back to his beneficent exertions, while here 
with the most sincere feeling of venexation, 
gratitnde and affection. 
“…Mr. van Braam then rose, and in tke 
Bame of the Gentlemen present, conveyed 
in an appropriate speech the grateful 
thanks of the Assembly to the FFonorable 
the Lieutenant Governor, for the handsome 
wanner fn which he had conveyed to them 
tbe Right Honorable tie EARL or Min- 
ro’s Replies, and requested of him that 
he would still further oblige them by 
transmitting to his Lordship their warm- 
est acknowledgmients for the kind interest 
täken by him in their welfare, an interest 
which they could only repay by never= 
ceasing gratitude, In return for such an 
eutogfum as had been passe on them, he 
felt that words were too fe ble to reply, but 
he pledged himself for the Batavian com- 
munity, that their future conduct should 
prove that such praises had not been lost 
on them.

deemed it but just to them to give it publi- 
city, and with their sanction, he now per- 
formed this pleasing duty.

His Excelleney the Right Honorable the 
Governor General in Council, in contemplae 
tion of the important henefts to be derived to 
the public interests, from furnishing at least a 
proportian of the Junior Officers of the Honore 
able Company’s Service, with the opportunity 
and means of competent instruction in the 
Country Languages; and his Iordship in 
Council deeming an extension of the present 
Establishment of the College of Fort William, 
to be the means by which this object may be 
mest successfully accomplished, has beer 
pleased under the Resoluttons reeorded in the 
Public Department, under date the Ist Octo. 
ber 1813, to institute for this purpose in te 
College of Fort William, the Office of At- 
sistant Professors of the Arabic, Persian, 
‘Sanscrit, Hindoostanee, and Bengallce Lan- 
guages. e 

On the same occasion, the Governor Ge 
neral in Coancil, desirous of extending the ine 
dulgence of admission to the College of. Fort 
Wilfiam to as great a numbér of Military 
Students as may be consistent with the interests 
aud convemietce of the Pablic Service, fure 


thér resolve, that such an addition be made 


to the-existing Establishment of the College, 
as maybe found necessary to the efficient in= 
structie of 30’ Military Students in the sovce 
ral Dialects above named, and othep kindred 
Languages of India. 

By the adoption of this measure, His Tord. 
ship in Council has the satisfaction to observe, 
that the Jonior Officers of the Company’s 
Army, possessing talents with a disposition to 
cultivate them, will not onlv be esabled but 
encouraged, to devote their time and attention 
to the acqüisition of those attainments, (and 
the Country Languages must be reckoned the 
foremost), which are requisite to fit them fox 
the discharge of the multifarious employments 
under Government. 

„His Lordship in Council will not permit 
hinself to suppose, that the present indulgence- 
is likely to be abused by persons applying 
for and obtaining admission into the College, 
from other motives than a sincere desire time 
prove and extend their knowledge of the Coun- 
try Languages. In theevent, however, of anp 
instance occurring to the contrary, the fact 
must quickly become manifest, and a prompt 
and effectual remedy be applied at the ver 
earliest appearance of irregularity of the con.

moinent will be lost in withdrawing from such 
Students, permission to remain in College, 
and in requiring them to rejoin their Corpsa
